Prof. 0. M. Ball Gives a Remedy for a 
Common Disease of Peach Trees. 


The following letter, which is of 
interest to orchardists, has been re­ 
ceived by Gen. Stoddard from Dr. 
O. M. Ball of the A. <k M. College, 
and rn self explanatory: 
College Station, Texas. 
April 20, 1905. 
Gen. Stoddard, Bryan Texas. 
Dear Sir: 
I have examined the 
peach leaves which were brought 
to me from you by Prof. Kyle, and 
find that they are affected with a 
common disease which is known 
popularly as peach curl or peach 
pockets, but scientifically as Ex- 
oascus deformans. 
This is a very 
common peach tree disease and is 
rarely of such importance as to 
cause alarm; however, if your trees 
show infection pretty badly you 
may control the trouble by a liber­ 
al use of the Bordeaux solution as 
a spray. 
This solution is best pre­ 
pared by dissolving four pounds of 
blue stone in a half barrel of water 
by suspending the copper sulphate 
in a gunny sack in the water. 
In another half 
barrel 
uf wa­ 
ter dissolve five 
or six pounds 
of good stone lime. 
W hen ready 
to apply mix the two in equal 
quantities. 
This mixture had best 
be applied with a 
good 
strong 
spray pump.
